REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose a seat belt buckle system having first and second buckles wherein the 
distance from an insertion front end to the engagement hole of the first tongue plate is 
longer than a distance from an insertion front end to the engagement hole of the second 
tongue plate and the distance from the abutment part to the pushing part of the ejector 
of the first buckle body is shorter than a distance from the abutment part to the pushing 
part of the ejector of the second buckle body. The prior art fails to disclose the use of 
these distances for locating the structures in the buckles and tongues to prevent the 
improper insertion latching of the tongues into the wrong buckles. The prior art also 
fails to disclose the ejector of the first buckle body including suppression-specific 
projections for preventing pivotal movement of the hook member in a direction for 
making engagement until the ejector reaches a position for making engagement 
between the first tongue plate and the hook member.
